term "drunken driver" as it has been ap- 
plied for many years to a driver charged 
or convicted of driving a motor vehicle 
while under the influence of Intoxicating 
liquor. The Page One box which itemized 
each driver so convicted will also disap- 
pear. 


In doing so. the Post-Crescent in no 


way intends to decrease the emphasis on 
the campaign against driving while under 
the influence. In fact, we hope we achieve 
the opposite effect. We hope to call at- 
tention to the fact that drinking and driv- 
ing just plain do not mix. and that a driver 
does not have to be "drunk" before he be- 
comes a menace on the highway. 


Judge Keller recently pointed out to 


attorneys appearing before his bench and 
to the news media that the term "drunken 
driving" is not an -ccurate synonym for 
the charge of driving under the influence 
of intoxicants. In fact he told us that the 
widespread use of the term "drunken driv- 
ing" many times poses a handicap to the 
state in getting convictions under the stat- 
ute. 


The term "drunk1' to most persons 


means a person who has lost complete 
control of his physical and mental facul- 
ties. It means this to most jurors. And 
when they hear the evidence in a particu- 
lar case they are apt to feel that the de- 
fendant wasn't really drunk and therefore 
not guilty of the charge. 


But the charge specifically is driving 


while under the influence. And here is 
how Judge Keller defines it in his instruc- 
tions to a jury: 


The expression "under the 
influence 


of an intoxicant" covers not only all the 
well-known and easily recognized condi- 
tions and degrees of intoxication, but any 
abnormal, mental or physical condition 
which is the result of indulging in any 
degree in intoxicating liquors—including 
beer—and which tends to deprive the in- 
dividual of that clearness of intellect and 
conirol of himself which he would other- 
wise possess. 


A person who is even to the slightest 


extent under the influence 
of an intoxi- 


cant in the ccfmmon and well understood 
acceptation of the term is—to some de- 
gree at least—Jess able either mentally or 
physically or both, to exercise the clear 
judgment and steady hand necessary to 
handle as powerful 
and dangerous a 


mechanism as a motor vehicle with safe- 


Every time there is a clash somewhere

We now have 
ten nuclear submarines, each armed with 
sixteen Polaris missiles and based in the 
Atlantic and Mediterranean. Others soon 
will be in the South Pacific. According to 
Secretary of Defense McNamara, we have 
more than 500 Atlas, Titan, Polaris and

then you may—on this evidence alone— 
find that he is under the influence of an 
intoxicant. But you should so find 
Only 


if you are satisfied by a clear preponder- 
ance of all of the evidence in this case 
that the defendant—at 
the time of the 


alleged operation of a vehicle—was under 
the influence of an intoxicant as defined 
by these instructions. 


In reviewing this whole matter we feel 


that we have been giving special emphasis 
to the driver who is convicted of driving 
under the influence and that we have not 
given such prominence and notoriety to 
drivers convicted of other violations which 
are just as dangerous to human life. 


The driver who has received a mental 


lift from just a few drinks and becomes a 
Barney Oldfield on his way home may be 
even more dangerous than a driver who 
is dead drunk. The latter probably has 
pulled over to the side of the road and 
gone to sleep, or never made it to his car 
in the first place. 


The problem of traffic accidents is so 


serious today that we cannot ignore any 
law violations which contribute to acci- 
dents. And in the future drivers convicted 
of driving under the influence can expect 
to see their names in black headlines in 
this newspaper, along with any others 
who endanger human life through other 
illegal driving practices.

After the success of the 
Operation Big Lift last fall, more service- 
men were transferred back to the United 
States. At least 1,000 have left Viet Nam. 
But the transfers have been soft-pedaled 
and accompanied by pledges by President 
Kennedy and then President Johnson that 
we do not intend to bring everyone home. 


Few Americans object to the situation 


as long as it is clear that our military es- 
tablishments abroad do contribute to the 
chances of peace and deter Communist ag- 
grpssion. But, as our allies grow in strength 
and 
economic 
x health, the 
commitments 


should be reviewed a little more often.

He would have to 
know that every time he saw 
a red automobile in a traffic 
difficulty he would anticipate 
a greater chance of accident. 


' Now what," he continued, 


"would be the effect of these 
beliefs upon the 
drivers of 


red automobiles?" The effect 
of the belief, naturally enough, 
would make them nervous 
and apprehensive and they 
would tend to drive less stead- 
ily. 


"Next," he went on, "peo- 


ple would come up with sta- 
tistics showing that there are 
28 per cent more 
accidents 


with red automobiles 
than 


with any other color. And it 
would be so. 


"But." he concluded the il- 


lustration, 
"t h e statistical 


proof would, of course, not 
really be proof that the cause 
of the accident lay in the col- 
or of the car. It would lie in 
the way people thought about 
the situation." 


What he was pointing out 


was simply that beliefs 
are 


factors in changing reality, 
and that if we have expecta- 
tions of a certain sort of be- 
havior, our very attitude tends 
to make that behavior more 
probable. 
What 
we 
think 


about the Negro (the point he 
was getting at) both confirms 
and changes their response to 
any given social situation. 


Perhaps we can see it more 


easily if we go from the trag- 
ic to the frivolous. Almost no 
wife drives the car as well 
when her husband is sitting 
beside her — if she knows 
he is critical 
and superior 


about his driving ability. One 
reason (perhaps the main rea- 
son) that women are 
"bad 


drivers" is the prevalent male 
view of them as drivers; it 
makes them nervous and in- 
secure, and so they begin to 
drive badly. 


It is extremely difficult for 


a woman to park a car in a 
tight spot if a man is watch- 
ing her, because she knows 
he expects her to mess it up. 
And most of the time she will 
mess it up — but not if she 
is unobserved and feels un- 
challenged by male superiori- 
ty. Those who expect more of 
people — of minorities, of 
women, of children—are gen-

—The year is 1975. Several U.S. 
spaceships the size of house 
trailers circle the globe in an 
orbital pattern which keeps the 
entire earth under constant sur- 
veillance.

Two fly the craft and monitor 
instruments while the other two 
rest. 


Suddenly, the captain of one 


ship spots scores of missiles 
blasting from a hostile country. 
He flashes an alert to the other 
ships. Those within range aim 
detection equipment at the mis- 
siles and determine within sec- 
onds that they are headed for 
the United States.

at 18,000 miles an hour, launch 
deadly anti-missile rockets at 
the enemy projectiles, destroy- 
ing most before they've expend- 
ed their booster 
fuel.

I enemy submarine movements. 


—Navigation. Acting as stars 


whose precise orbital positions 
are known at all times, space 
stations could serve as naviga- 
tion beacons for ships, planes 
and submarines. 


— Communications. Manned 


space ships could serve as an 
worldwide communication net 
for all U.S. military services. 


— Inspection. 
The manned 


ships could be flying arsenals, 
able to destroy an enemy mis- 
sile 
in 
flight, 
drop nuclear 


bombs or wage a dogfight with 
an enemy manned spaceship. 


—Command and control. Al- 


though MOL would be too small 
to serve as a military control 
point in space, jt could test 
the feasibility of such a devel- 
opment. Gen. Thomas S. Power, 
chief of the Strategic Air Com- 
mand, said last year that Amer- 
ica's global striking forces may 
one day be controlled from a 
huge maneuverable command 
post in space.

But Scientific Riddle 


WASHINGTON — Old-time 


almanac prognosticates were 
risiht. Meteorologists today ad- 
mit that winter's "January 
thaw" actually occurs. 


Detailed studies show that a 


marked warm spell generally 
takes place across most of the 
United States and 
southern 


Canada around the third week 
of January, the National Geo- 
graphic Society says. It hap- 
pens too regularly to be acci- 
dental. Temperatures in the 
Northeast often rise sometime 
between Jan. 20 and 23, ear- 
lier in the Southwest. Even 
near the Arctic Circle, Alas- 
kans can look forward to the 
January thaw. 


Winters as a whole seem to 


be growing warmer 
in the 


northern hemisphere, but a 
regular thaw in mid-January 
is different. Such an occur- 
rence is called a weather "sin- 
gularity." 


Originates in Alaska 


Weather scientists have yet 


to explain the January phe- 
nomenon, though it evidently 
affects a good part of the 
northern hemisphere. The at- 
mospheric 
a n o m a l y that 


brings warmer weather to the 
western side of the Atlantic 
usually sees severe cold snaps 
in Europe. 


The thaw apparently origi- 


nates in the Gulf of Alaska's 
low-pressure area, m o v i n g 
steadily southeastward. 


Reviews Record 


To determine that seeming- 


ly abnormal weather is more 
than a random event — and 
hence normal — records of 
many years must be studied 
and rigid statistical tests ap- 
plied. 


An Air Force meteorologist 


charted January weather rec- 


ords in Boston from 
1873 


through 1952. His 80-year av- 
erages gave him daily "nor- 
mal" temperatures, and these 
in turn snowed a pronounced 
increase in the three-day peri- 
od Jan. 21-23 Half of all the 
years studied had higher tem- 
peratures on Jan. 22 than on 
Jan. 19 or 25. In other years 
warm periods merely 
shifted 


a few days either way.

Washington, B.C., and Colum- 
bia, 
Missouri, showed parallel 


cycles. Missouri's thaw comes 
consistently a few days earli- 
er, a fact that agrees with

The'Ailing House 
Polishing 
Pewter 
Houseware 


BY ROGER C. WHITMAN 


Q: Several years ago I was 


given a set of pewter: coffee 
server, creamer and sugar bowl. 
I have been washing these with 
mild soapsuds and water after 
use, but the metal is beginning 
to look dull. What can I use to 
polish the pewter? 


A: Some housewares dealers 


carry special pewter polishes; 
follow label instructions careful- 
ly. H a r s h , abrasive polishes 
should not be used on this met- 
al because pewter is a soft al- 
lov For a bright finish, which 
you seem to prefer, make ' a 
paste of powdered whiting and 
denatured alcohol and cover the 
entire metal surface with a thin 
layer. Allow to dry, then rub 
with a soft cloth, rinse with 
clear water, and wipe dry with 
clean, soft cloths. For a dull fin- 
ish, a paste of olive oil and rot- 
tenstone is used. 


Q: A little over a year ago I 


built an extension on the house 
which we use as a bedroom. I 
covered it with asbestos siding 
to match the rest of the house. 
Now the nails are beginning to 
loosen from the siding. How can 
I correct this? 


A: Unless nailing strips are 


used, if the shingles are nailed 
over insulated sheathing board, 
nails will pull out. To have nails 
hold in insulating 
sheathing,
